A rather remarkable. feature of the 
local Ordinances is one that is just now 
hecoming” too well Imown to Chinese 
bad characters from the mainland. This 
is a section under which Chinese who 
return from banishment are tried and 
which bas tho anomalous effect of giving 
greater powers to a Magistrate than to 
the Supreme Court. Thus a man who 
returns from banishment is sentenced 
to twelve months’ gaol with six hours’ 
in the stocks if he pleads guilty at the 


Magistracy, while if he reserves his plea’ 


for the Supreme Court le will probably 
only be sent to gaol for nine months! 
and cannot he ordered into the stocks, 
The Chinese aro now getting to know 
thia and it is becoming moro common 
for them to elect to go to the higher 
court.
